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Clerk in Kentucky Chooses Jail Over Deal on Same-Sex Marriage

ASHLAND, Ky. — A Kentucky county clerk who has 
become a symbol of religious opposition to same-sex 
marriage was jailed Thursday after defying a federal 
court order to issue licenses to gay couples. 

The clerk, Kim Davis of Rowan County, Ky., was ordered 
detained for contempt of court and later rejected a 
proposal to allow her deputies to process same-sex 
marriage licenses that could have prompted her release. 
Instead, on a day when one of Ms. Davis’s lawyers said 
she would not retreat from or modify her stand despite a 
Supreme Court ruling legalizing same-sex marriage, 
Judge David L. Bunning of United States District Court 
secured commitments from five of Ms. Davis’s deputies 
to begin providing the licenses. At least two couples 
planned to seek marriage licenses Friday. 

“The court cannot condone the willful disobedience of its 
lawfully issued order,” Judge Bunning said. “If you give 
people the opportunity to choose which orders they 
follow, that’s what potentially causes problems.” 

The judge’s decision to jail Ms. Davis, a 49-year-old 
Democrat who was elected last year, immediately 
intensified the attention focused on her, a longtime 
government worker who is one of three of Kentucky’s 
120 county clerks who contend that their religious beliefs 
keep them from recognizing same-sex nuptials. Within 
hours of Ms. Davis’s imprisonment, some Republican 
presidential candidates declared their support for her, a 
sign that her case was becoming an increasingly charged 
cause for Christian conservatives. 

“Today, judicial lawlessness crossed _ into judicial 
tyranny,” Senator Ted Cruz, Republican of Texas, said in 
a statement.

A lawyer for Ms. Davis, Roger Gannam, sharply criticized 
the ruling and portrayed it as a stark warning to 
Christians across the country. 

“Today, for the first time in history, an American citizen 
has been incarcerated for having the belief of conscience 
that marriage is the union of one man and one woman,” 
Mr. Gannam said after a hearing that stretched deep into 
Thursday afternoon. “And she’s been ordered to stay 
there until she’s willing to change her mind, until she’s 
willing to change her conscience about what belief is.” 

In Washington, the White House press secretary, Josh 
Earnest, said he had not discussed the judge’s decision 
with President Obama, but he added that it was not up to 
Ms. Davis to defy the Supreme Court. 

“Every public official in our democracy is subject to the 
rule of law,” Mr. Earnest said. “No one is above the law. 
That applies to the president of the United States and 
that applies to the county clerk of Rowan County, Ky., as 
well.”

Judge Bunning’s decision went beyond the wishes of the 
couples who sued the clerk this summer; their lawyers 
had asked that she be fined. Some advocates for gay 
rights quickly expressed concern that Ms. Davis’s jailing 
would make her a sympathetic figure to religious 
conservatives and prompt lawmakers in Kentucky and 
elsewhere to push for new laws carving out exemptions 
for public officials who oppose same-sex marriage. But 
they also described Ms. Davis as an outlier.

“I think this is a tempest in a teapot,” said Marc 
Solomon, national campaign director of Freedom to 
Marry, which was active in the push for same-sex 
marriages to be recognized. “If the big backlash and the 
mass resistance that our opponents promised is one clerk 
from a county of under 25,000 people, I think we’re in 
very good shape.” 


Ms. Davis’s appearance before Judge Bunning, and her 
subsequent detention, was a signal development in a 
case that surfaced soon after the Supreme Court's ruling 
in June. Faced with the ruling, Ms. Davis, an Apostolic 
Christian, directed her office to stop providing marriage 
licenses to any applicants. 
“Marriage is between one man and one woman,” Ms. 
Davis said during a frequently tearful turn on the witness 
stand on Thursday. When Mr. Gannam, one of her 
lawyers, asked whether she approved of same-sex 
marriage, she replied, “It’s not of God.” 
The legal odyssey of Ms. Davis, who was being held 
Thursday night at a county detention center, began with 
a ruling last month that ordered her to issue licenses. 
The Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit and, on 
Monday, the United States Supreme Court denied her 
requests to prevent the order from taking effect. 
Ms. Davis’s decision on Tuesday to refuse licenses to 
same-sex couples led to the contempt hearing, and she 
testified that she had not hesitated to maintain her 
opposition to licensing same-sex couples. 
Demonstrators expressed support for gay marriage and 
religious liberty outside a courthouse in Ashland, Ky., on 
Thursday, where the Rowan County clerk of courts, Kim 
Davis, was ordered to jail.

“I didn’t have to think about it,” Ms. Davis said. “There 
was no choice there.” 
But after seeing their boss jailed, most of Ms. Davis’s 
deputy clerks said Thursday that they were willing to 
break from her demands and comply with Judge 
Bunning’s order, even if they did so with deep reluctance. 
“I don’t really want to, but I will follow the law,” one 
deputy, Melissa Thompson, told the judge. “I’m a 
preacher’s daughter, and this is the hardest thing I’ve 
ever done in my life.” 
Another deputy clerk, Nathan Davis, who is also Ms. 
Davis’s son, said he would not issue licenses, but Judge 
Bunning did not impose any penalties against him. 
On Friday, the focus of the case will shift back to 
Morehead, where the clerk’s office is. Despite lingering 
disputes about whether Ms. Davis’s deputies have the 
authority to act without her explicit consent, couples are 
expected to begin receiving marriage licenses Friday 
morning. 
“We expect at the end of the day for the court’s orders to 
be complied with,” Judge Bunning told a crowded, quiet 
courtroom. “That’s how things work here in America.”

Amid complex questions about the scope of the judge’s 
authority and the application of Kentucky law, it was

“Civil contempt is not supposed to be punitive; it’s 
supposed to coerce the person to obey the judge’s 
order,” said Adam Winkler, a law professor at the 
University of California, Los Angeles. “Once she promises 
to obey, or once the judge determines that more jail time 
will not encourage her to obey, they'll let her out. But 
she could be in there for a year; it’s conceivable. Judges 
really don’t like it when people disobey their order.” 
Jurists like Judge Bunning have few options to prod 
compliance, but they are powerful: fines or incarceration. 
The legal issue — that no one, whether a government or 
an individual engaged in civil disobedience has standing 
to flout a court order — is well established. 
The standoff here, many law professors said, is 
somewhat reminiscent of the 1960s civil rights battles, 
with Ms. Davis in the role of George C. Wallace, the 
segregationist Alabama governor who stood in the 
doorway of the University of Alabama to try to block its 
integration. 
“In a way, she’s out George Wallace-ing George 
Wallace,” said Howard M. Wasserman, a law professor at 
Florida International University. “It does now feel like the 
civil rights era, with people ignoring court orders, taking 
a stand and being held in contempt.”

And Judge Bunning’s decision to jail Ms. Davis, instead of 
fining her as her challengers sought, came as a Surprise 
in the courtroom and well beyond Ashland. 

“It’s unusual for the court to go beyond what the 
plaintiffs asked for,” Suzanna Sherry, a law professor at 
Vanderbilt University, said. 


Judge Bunning, however, said from the bench that he 
believed fining Ms. Davis would “not bring about the 
desired result of compliance.” 

With Ms. Davis jailed, the agreements by her deputy 
clerks left gay and straight couples poised to receive 
marriage licenses in the county for the first time in 
months. 

“We're going to the courthouse tomorrow to get our 
marriage license; we’re very excited about that,” said 
April Miller, who sued after she and her partner were 
denied a license. “We’re saddened by the fact that Ms. 
Davis has been incarcerated. We look forward to 
tomorrow; as a couple, it will be a very important day in 
our lives.” 

A lawyer for the couples, William Sharp, said Thursday’s 
ruling demonstrated that “religious liberty is not a sword 
with which government, through its employees, may 
impose particular religious beliefs on others.” 


Outside the courthouse, protesters expressed disparate 
messages. The rainbow flag, a symbol of the gay rights 
movement, was on display along with signs that carried 
messages like “Sodomy is sin.” Some people shouted 
their opinions through loudspeakers and megaphones, 
and faced off, sometimes inches apart, with their 
opponents. 

After the ruling, Ms. Davis’s husband, Joe Davis, was 
among those unhappy with the proceedings inside. 

“Tell Judge Bunning,” Mr. Davis said, “he’s a butt.”

Protesting farmers in more than 1,000 tractors flood Paris streets

More than 1,000 tractors have rolled into Paris as 
farmers attempted to clog up the capital's roads in 
protest of their falling incomes. 

Tractors were lined up at the busy Nation roundabout in 
the east of the city on Thursday, but Parisians heeded 
calls to avoid using their cars and traffic was less 
congested than normal during the morning rush hour. 
Farmers on their tractors descended slowly on the capital 
from all corners of France, angry over the falling prices 
for their farm produce which they blame on foreign 
competition, Russian sanctions and a raw deal from local 
supermarkets and distributors. 

Agriculture has been struggling across Europe and 
protests are also expected in Brussels ahead of an EU 
meeting on the subject next week. 

It took many of them a week to reach the capital, 
travelling at an average speed of 35 kilometres an hour. 
"What we're asking for today is three or four centimes 
more on a burger," Xavier Beulin, head of France's 
leading farmers' union FNSEA, told iTele. 

The first tractors to arrive came from the north west 
region of Brittany, a major producer of milk and pork, 
flying banners with slogans such "No food without 
agriculture" and "Don't abandon your farmers". 

FNSEA said they were expecting 1,733 tractors as well as 
dozens of cars and buses. Police said they had counted 
more than 1,300 tractors on the roads into Paris.

"Milk has dropped to 320 euros per tonne from 340 euros 


last year, and it's still falling," Christian Ribet, who had 
arrived on a tractor from Brittany, said. 

"We sell at a loss even though it's supposed to be against 
the law." 

A combination of factors, including changing dietary 
habits, slowing Chinese demand and a Russian embargo 
on Western products in response to sanctions over the 
Ukraine conflict, has pushed down prices for staples like 
beef, pork and milk. 

"The prices are low. There are more and more rules. 
Rules are necessary but the prices don't follow the extra 
costs," Mathieu, a 20-year-old dairy farmer from the 
northern region of Picardie, said. 

Commuters advised to take public transport 

Many commuters took the advice of the police and used 
public transport instead of their cars on Thursday 
morning. 

"There are not many traffic jams caused by the 
protesters. It's limited," a spokesman for the traffic 
information centre said. 

During the summer, protesting farmers dumped manure 
in cities around the country, blocked access to roads and 
motorways and prevented tourists from reaching the 
popular Mont St-Michel in northern France. 

Farmers' unions have been negotiating with the 
government, which unveiled an emergency package 
worth 600 million euros in tax relief and loan guarantees 
in July.

But they say this is woefully inadequate, as tales of 
farms going under — and in the most extreme cases of 
suicides — hit the news. 

The agriculture minister has estimated that around 10 
per cent of farms in France — approximately 22,000 sites 
— are on the brink of bankruptcy with a combined debt 
of one billion euros.

Dyson Heydon: the reasons behind his decision

In his rugby-playing days at Oxford University, the trade 
union royal commissioner was known as “Dirty Dyson”. 

It wasn’t so much a reference to his playing style, even if 
he was a vigorous forward who didn’t mind putting studs 
all over an opponent’s back. Apparently, Dyson Heydon 
always seemed to be covered in mud. 

For the past two weeks, Heydon has been at the bottom 
of the rugby scrum they call politics. And that’s where he 
will stay, even if you applaud his 67-page judgment on 
apprehended bias as a masterpiece of legal reasoning. 
The unions expected to lose and, despite some noise, 
they won’t bother appealing. To do so would ruin one of 
their best arguments; that the decision has little 
credibility because Heydon was sitting in judgment of 
himself. 

If they did appeal, at least three judges would be 
involved and another loss would kill off that argument. 
Labor and the unions know it’s one that resonates with 
the punters and cartoonists, the same people who 
wonder why the mythical person Heydon called on — the 
fair-minded lay observer — can find no fault with his 
handling of the Barwick lecture debacle. 

Heydon’s fair-minded observer spied three crucial flaws 
in the argument that he should disqualify himself 
because he agreed to speak at the Garfield Barwick 
lecture — a legal event that also served as a Liberal 
Party fundraiser. 

No doubt someone will point out that it can be contempt 
for continuing to assert it was a fundraiser when 
Heydon’s judgment said it wasn’t. And that Heydon was 
right to apply a “dominant purpose” test to the event and 
highlight the difference between a predisposition and 
prejudice.

But it’s worthwhile examining how he got there. 

There was the “Murray Gleeson-gave-the-speech-last- 
year defence” at par 98. It concedes that the unions 
were right to paint the first four Barwick lecturers — - 
George Brandis, Bob Ellicott, Tom Hughes and John 
Howard — as party loyalists, but that no one could say 
that about Gleeson. 

He also offered a muddle-headed wombat defence at par 
141: that the Barwick lecture wasn’t about the 
commission so I didn’t look at the detail. In any case, my 
fair-minded observer would give me the benefit of the 
doubt. 

The “I’m a technophobe who doesn’t use email” defence 
also got a run. As did the one that says “I’m a lawyer 
and all this doesn’t matter because it won't affect my 
findings”. 

All are credible, as is Heydon’s point that he was never 
accused of being actually biased. 

He also relished the fact that the CFMEU and the AWU — 
but not the ACTU — accused him of “doctoring emails”. 
They would have been far better off alleging that he only 
withdrew when he was warned — and realised — that his 
acceptance might not be a good look. 

The event’s organiser, Greg Burton SC, was clearly 
awake to the danger of Heydon turning up at an event 
with a connection to the Liberal Party. But why he told 
Heydon it was “not a fundraiser” — and repeated that in 
an email the day before the story broke — is mystifying. 
Heydon should be thankful that counsel assisting, Jeremy 
Stoljar SC, passed on advice to the contrary from the Bar 
Association. 

Ten bucks says the royal commissioner might not have 
bothered to send that email at 9.23am to Burton — the 
one that flagged his withdrawal — had it not been for the 
discussion he had with Stoljar at 9am. He would have 
likely just accepted what Burton said about it not being a 
fundraiser rather than checking again. Heydon admits as 
much at par 155. 

In that 9.23am email, Heydon said if there was “any 
possibility” (his emphasis) that the event could be 
described as a Liberal Party event he would have to pull 
out. It’s a real pity that standard was not applied earlier 
in the piece. 

There is a school of thought that says Heydon should 
have dug in and given the lecture. After all, the cricket 
team he played in at Oxford was known as the barnacles 
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and he has never given a tinker’s cuss for what the 
media thinks. 

He might even have asked Burton to donate the 
proceeds to charity, but that ignores the politics. Even 
Tony Abbott conceded that accepting the invitation was 
“not ideal”. 

An upside of the furore was another Heydon judgment to 
enjoy. Take the passage (at par 197) when he addresses 


the charge of doctoring/editing emails. Anyone who sided 
with his accuser, he said, “would not be a fair-minded 
person”. “Rather that observer would be a reckless, 
irrational, perhaps even malevolent-minded person. Now 
fair-mindedness, like peace, is indivisible.”

Czech police stop marking refugees with numbers 
Critics say measure recalls Nazi Germany’s practice of marking the 
arms of death camp prisoners

Czech police said Thursday they had stopped marking 
the hands of detained refugees with numbers after 
sparking an uproar among human rights groups, lawyers, 
media organizations, and Jewish groups. 

Officers will from now on use “special wrist bands 
containing identification data,” Czech police said in a 
statement on their website. “The police is sensitive to 
criticism that has appeared in the media.” 

Police used markers on Tuesday to write numbers on the 
hands of 214 refugees, mostly Syrians, detained in the 
southeast of the country on trains arriving from Austria 
and Hungary. 

Interior ministry spokeswoman Lucie Novakova told AFP 
the move was introduced “to prevent the children from 
getting lost” and keep families together. 

But the measure raised eyebrows as it recalls Nazi 
Germany’s practice of marking the arms of death camp 
prisoners with numbers.

Czech Interior Minister Milan Chovanec said Thursday the 
police officers in the southeastern town of Breclav had to 
“work fast and under stress” when asylum seekers 
arrived in the middle of the night. 

The Czech Republic has become a transit country for 
migrants travelling to wealthier EU _ states like 
neighboring Germany. 

The prime ministers of the Czech Republic, Hungary, 
Poland and Slovakia will meet in Prague on Friday to deal 
with the refugee crisis. 

Earlier, Italian Jewish leaders criticized Czech police for 
the practice. 

News reports that “dozens of refugees were literally 
branded as if they were cattle at the slaughterhouse, 
inevitably recalling the darkest period of contemporary 
history, are just the latest in a series of disturbing events 
against which the voice of all civil and advanced societies 
must be firm,” Renzo Gattegna, the president of the 
Union of Italian Jewish Communities, or UCEI, said in a 
statement published on the UCEI website. 

The practice, said Rome Jewish community president 
Ruth Dureghello, is “unacceptable.” She added: “It is an 
image we cannot bear, which recalls to mind the 
procedure at the entrance of Nazi extermination camps, 
when millions of men, women and children were marked 
with a number, like animals, and they were sent to die.” 
“It is time that Europe understands that the phenomenon 
of immigration, while complex, cannot be confronted with 
methods that are repressive and offensive to human 
dignity,” Dureghello said.

Hungarian prime minister says country is being 'overrun' 

With the government promising to close the country off to 
migrants by September 15, chaos broke out after a train bound 
for Hungary's border with Austria was stopped some 35 
kilometres outside of Budapest in the town of Bicske, where 
Hungary has an asylum seeker reception centre. 

Riot police ordered them off, but many asylum seekers resisted, 
laying on the railway line or fleeing. Some wrestled with police, 
trying to get back on board. 

Those who refused to disembark banged on the windows of the 
train and shouted "No camp, no camp!" 

A family — a man, his wife and their toddler — made their way 
on the track next to the train and lay down in protest. It took a 
dozen riot police wrestling with the man to get them up again. 
The train left from Budapest's main railway station on Thursday 
morning after police, who for two days had barred entry to more 
than 2,000 asylum seekers, stepped aside and a crowd surged 
past.

Many believed they were heading for Austria, Germany and 
beyond, nearing the end of a sometimes perilous journey from 
the Middle East, Africa and Asia. 

Exhausted and confused, they crammed into a waiting train, 
clinging to doors and squeezing their children through open 
carriage windows. 

Trains to Vienna and Germany were cancelled, but domestic 
trains, many of them heading for border towns in western 
Hungary, were leaving. 

"We want to go to Germany but that train in the station, maybe 
it goes nowhere. We heard it may go to a camp. So we will stay 
out here and wait," Ysra Mardini, a 17-year-old from the Syrian 
capital Damascus, said. 

Asylum seekers arriving in Vienna from Hungary will not be 
checked or registered and can continue their onward journeys 
across Europe, the police chief in Austria's capital said. 

Austrian rail operator OeBB said several trains had left Budapest 
for Sopron, which is near the Austrian border and connected to 
Vienna via regional rail lines. 


No intercity trains were running from Budapest to Vienna, unlike 
on Tuesday when asylum seekers packed trains hoping to make 
it to Germany or beyond. 

"What we certainly can't do is check all those people coming 
through, establish all their identities, or possibly even arrest 
them — we can't do this, and we have no plans to do this," 
Vienna police chief Gerhard Puerstl said. 

Asked if the migrants would be allowed to continue their 
journey, Mr Puerstl said "yes — of course, we will ensure that 
everything is orderly, there is no question of that," adding there 
was no point in shuttling people back and forth in trains.

Hungary prime minister says country being ‘overrun’ 

As the train departed, lawmakers were debating a raft of 
amendments to Hungary's migration laws that the ruling party 
said would cut illegal border crossings to "zero". 

They provide for the creation of holding zones on the country's 
southern border with Serbia, where construction crews are 
completing a 3.5-metre-high fence. 

Hungary has emerged as a flashpoint, as the primary entry 
point for those travelling overland across the Balkans. Its right- 
wing government is among the continent's most outspoken 
voices against allowing mass immigration. 

Prime minister Viktor Orban, in Brussels for talks with European 
leaders, said Hungarians and Europeans were "full of fear 
because they see that the European leaders ... are not able to 
control the situation". 

In an opinion piece for Germany's Frankfurt Allgemeine Zeitung, 
he wrote his country was being "overrun" with refugees, most of 
which, he noted, were Muslims, not Christians. 

"That is an important question, because Europe and European 
culture have Christian roots. Or is it not already and in itself 
alarming that Europe's Christian culture is barely in a position to 
uphold Europe's own Christian values?" he asked. 

Hungarian government spokesman Zoltan Kovacs defethe 
asynded his country's treatment of the asylum seekers. 

"There is only one way to resolve this and this is by law, and re- 
establishing law and order," he told ABC's The World program. 
"Not only at the railway station, but also at the borders of the 
European Union. These people we are facing and seeing at the 
railway station shouldn't be there. We have 2,000 to 3,000 
illegal migrants arriving to Hungary daily, and obviously they 
have one thing in mind — to reach western Europe."

A Satmar Hasidic school in a London borough apologized for 
using the term “goyim” on worksheets following a newspaper 
report that its preschoolers were being taught that non-Jews are 
evil. 

An article published Tuesday in the Independent newspaper, a 
major British daily, focused on a worksheet on the Holocaust 
used by the young students at the Beis Rochel D’Satmar Girls’

referred to only with the term for non-Jews that some deem 
offensive. 

The worksheet is in Yiddish, and the newspaper received an 
independent translation of the worksheet. The first question 
reads: “What have the evil goyim (non-Jews) done with the 
synagogues and cheders [Jewish primary schools]?” The answer 
in the completed worksheet reads “Burned them.” 

“The language we used was not in any way intended to cause 
offense, now this has been brought to our attention, we will 
endeavor to use more precise language in the future,” a school 
spokesman told the newspaper. 

The spokesman told the London Jewish Chronicle that the term 
goyim explicitly meant Nazis. 

“The leaflet that the Independent refers to was handed out on 
the 21 Kislev, when the Satmar Jews celebrate the rescue of 
their founding rabbi from Bergen-Belsen,” the spokesman, 
Shimon Cohen, told the Chronicle. 

“The questions were only talking about the specific event, but 
there is no Yiddish word for Nazis. The suggestion that children 
are being taught that non-Jews are evil is nonsense and simply 
false. They are being taught that Nazis are evil.”

Palestinians Angered by Sanhedrin Decision to Put Pope Francis on Trial

Council has spoke out condemning the self-declared 
Sanhedrin’s letter to Pope Francis, which demands that 
the Pope rescind his recognition of the “State of 
Palestine” or face trial in Jerusalem. 

The Sanhedrin decided to try the Pope after the Vatican 
signed its first comprehensive treaty with the “State of 
Palestine”, thereby officially recognizing its statehood. 
The treaty was ratified on May 13. 

As previously reported by Breaking Israel News, the 
nascent Sanhedrin has also sent_a letter to US President 
Barack Obama, calling him to trial for “criminal offenses” 
against the Jewish people. Both the Pope and Obama 
have chosen to ignore the summons, but the Sanhedrin’s 
cries for justice and truth have not gone unnoticed. 
According to the Centre for Research in Globalization, 
Dimitri Diliani, a member of the al-Fatah Revolutionary 
Council, told the Felesteen online news service that the 
Sanhedrin’s letter to the Pope included many false claims 
about the history of “Palestine” and seeks to rob the 
Palestinian people of their natural rights in their 
homeland and to deny non-Jews of any rights. 

Diliani called on the Vatican and Catholic churches 
around the world to intervene and put an end to Israeli 
“arrogance, racism and violations” against the Palestinian 
people and their land. 

However, Diliani’s claim seems to be inaccurate. In fact, 
there is only one reference to the Palestinian Authority in 


the Sanhedrin’s letter to the Pope, and that is to refer to 
it as “an occupying entity.” The bulk of the Sanhedrin’s 
claim is that by recognizing the Palestinian state, the 
Pope has denied the Holy Bible, which specifically grants 
the people of Israel the sole right to the Land of Israel. 
The Sanhedrin calls on the Vatican to “remain true to 
that which is written in the Bible, in the name of the 
great prophets,” and for the Pope to “instruct the Vatican 
that the sole claimant of divine right to the Land of Israel 
is the nation of Israel.” 

The Sanhedrin also objects to Pope Francis 
referring to President of the Palestinian Authority, 
Mahmoud Abbas, as an “angel of peace.” They 
point out that he is a Holocaust denier, the truth of 
which is made evident in Abbas’s book, “The Other 
Side: the Secret Relationship Between Nazism and 
Zionism,” in which Abbas writes that Holocaust 
accounts were greatly exaggerated by the Zionists, 
who he claims collaborated with the Nazis. 

The Israeli government has yet to respond to the 
Sanhedrin’s call for trial. Professor Hillel Weiss, the 
secretary of the Sanhedrin, has expressed concern to 
Breaking Israel News that the government might 
intervene to prevent the trial from taking place in order 
to placate those, like Diliani, who oppose the process. 
The Sanhedrin will bring Pope Francis to trial on Mount 
Zion in Jerusalem on September 9, 2015, four days 
before Rosh Hashana, the Jewish New Year and start of 
heavenly Days of Judgement. He will be tried in absentia 
in a public trial open to all. Rabbi Yehoshua Hollander will 
be acting as the sanegor, the defending counsel. Rabbi 
Yisrael Ariel and Rabbi Eliyahu Zini will preside over the 
court, which will be hearing witnesses and expert 
testimony. 

It should be noted that less than two weeks after the 
trial, on September 22, Pope Francis will be hosted at the 
White House by US President Barack Obama. The visit, 
coincidentally, will take place on the Jewish holiday of 
Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, when God finalizes 
judgement on all mankind.
